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Still warit fome more Advice from 
you to our Electors, Mafter, efpecial- 
ly to thofe of the City of London, and the Neigh- 
bourhoo i. 

Obj. With all my Heart, Roger ; and the firft and 
beft Advice I can give them, is, to maintain their 
Freedom, to eleét according to their own Confci- 
ences, without Regard to Parties, Threats, or Pro- 
mifes; which is their Birth-right by Law, tho it 
has been too cuftomary in many of em, to fell it 
for as{imall a Value, as Efamw did his, viz. a Meds 
of Pottage; and God has often punith’d us for fo 
doing, as feverely as he did him, by fuffering us 
to have fuch Members return’d, as fold their Votes 
in Parliament to the Court, as cheap as the Ele- 
tors fold theirs to the Candidates. ThusI remem- 
ber ‘twas faid of the Members of King Charles the 
¥I's Penfioner-Parliament, that they flock’d about 
the then Lord Treafurer, and others, who had the 
Difpofal of the Court-Bribes, like fo many Fack- 
daws cawing for their Allowance. And I with with 
all my Heart, that none had been guilty of the like 
PraGtices fince; and that there be none among us 
now, who were initiated in that Reign, in the 
traitcrous Art of undermining our Conftitution, by 
bribing or heétoring both the Eleétors and Eleéted ; 
which, as our brave old Revolution-Whigs. faid 
well in their Memorial to the Prince of Orange, pag. 
5. ‘ Was au Attempt upon the F al of our 
“ whole Civil Government: For if the Electors be 
‘deceiv'd or affrighted to accept of thofe for their 
* Deputies, that the King fhall offer, he may, with 
*as much Juftice, Law, and Reafon, call whom 
“he pleafeth from any Parts of the Kingdom, to 
* confult with; and in the Name, and under the 
* Pretence of their Advice, change oar Laws and 
* Cuftoms ; impofe Taxes ; and alter, at hls Plea- 
* fure, the Succeffion of the Crown. ) 

Country-m. That was a great Truth, Mafter, and 
founded upon Reafon, as well’as Experience: For 
in’ that Cafe it is the fame, as if a Court fhould 
call tozether all thofe, who have Pofts, Places, Com- 
miffions, or ncies upon them, to make up 
a Parliament, or the Majority of one: And I am 
fure, Mafter, when it is oo, tis in Vain to expect a 
again thofe, who opprels the People in thax Liber 
againit thole, who int 10er- 
ty, or that rieglect, or at any Time betray our Trade 


and Sccurity. 

Obf. Since bee {peak of Trade and Security, Ro- 
ger, one would think, there were no Need of Ar- 
guinents to perfwade the Electors of London, Wef- 
minfger, Southwark, and Midd.efex, which is‘ the 
‘Center both of our Safety and Commerce, to chufe 

none but firch Men, as will folemnl engage, and 
may be trufted for the Performance of their 1- 
Mes ; to take all proper Meafurts in Parliament, for 
protecting and revivingour Trade; for afcertaining 
the Hannover Succeflion ; for ratifying the Tolera- 
tion, and making if irrevocable, by repealing, and 
not barely fufpending the fenal Laws Pro- 
teftant Diffenters ; by taking off the ental

Telt, that all the Protcftants of the onited King- 
dom may be equally capable to ferve their Prince 





and Country ; and by concurring ina Parliamen- 
tary Addrefs to the Queen, that the Sacramental 
Telt may likewifé be taken off from the Diffenters 
in Jreland, who have fo earneftly defir'd it; and 
for that very Reafon too, that they may be as ¢apa- 
ble as formerly of ferving the Proteftant Intereft, 
and the Crown. of Great Britain. . | 

Country-m. 1 think we owe them fo much, Ma- 
fter, tho’ they be: now laid under fuch a fhamefuk 
Incapacity, by the Treachéry of real Tories, and 
by the Negle , to fay nothing worfe, of fome of 
our yp wen Whigs. 

Obf. Then as to the Protection and Encourage- 
ment of Trade, Roger, and enquiring: into fuch 
Grievances as affect it. I think it ought to be a 
particular Engagement lay’d upon the Candidates, to 
do all that’s poffible in both; and that they fhould 
not have Liberty either to decline or mifinanage 
the Reprefentation of fuch Grievances, by the Cap- 
ture of our Ships; by Want of Convoys; or by 
Want of exprefs Orders to Commodores, to fee 
our Merchant-men out of all Danger. This is fo 
much the more neceflary, Roger, becaufe I have heard, 
that fome Members, who were entrufted by the 
Merchants, to manage their Complaints, did it juft 
in fuch a Manner, as the Manager of an Inn- 
Keeper's Complaint in the Reign of the late King 
Fames, manag d his before the Council, when, in- 
ftead of soneeane again(t fome of the Anny, for 
robbing the Inn-Keeper of a Side of Lamb provided 
for his own Family, and threatning to put his 
Wife upon the Spit, and abufing her otherwife. in, 
a Brotith Manner, when. fhe found Fault with. 
them ; complain’d only of robbing the Quarter of 
Lamb, but faid not one Word of the Abufe and 
Violence done to the'goed Woman; fo that the 
Inn-keeper was only order’d to be pay’d.for his 
Lamb, but had no Satisfaétion for the Injury done 
him in the Perfon of his Wife ; becaufe the Mana- 

er of the Complaint being unwilling to offend the 
Court and the Officers of the Armytoo much, kept 
that Part of it under his Thumb. , 
-m. Aye, Mafter, fo the good People of 
Britain have been too often abusd, by thofe, whom 
they chufe to. ferve them in Parliament ; who, in-, 
ftead. of enquiring into Grievances, and getting 
them redreisd, have been for coy spa them over ; 
and inftead of ftrengthening our Co on, have 
entirely fubverted it. But I hope our. jal 
who have had fuch ruinous Lofies, and our other 
Traders, who are fenfible how our Commerce 
is funk, will now take Care to chufe fuch Men, 
as may make a thorough Enquiry into all the Cau- 


fes of thofe Things. We have had great Complaints 
of Abufes put upon our Merchants, by many of 
thofe concern'd in the Cuftoms,. which are binted 
at very. particularly in a late Pamphiet, eutitld, 
An Engiry into the Casfes-of the Prokibition of Com- 
merce with France, &c. and of the Frands committed 
to.cheat the Queen of her Cuftoms, Therefore, |
